This is quite true, since Rosebery never 
believed in any of the three, but the new 
Liberal policy of Rosebery is more popular 
than the now discredited creed of Harcourt.

This concession is regarded by most of the 
papers today as a clever bluff, Lord Salis- 
bury never desiring Wadal, which is close to 
Lake Tchad. He merely claimed it in order 
to appear generous in yielding. 
In the Russian agreement it is noted the 
Russian sphere is clearly defined by the 
great Chinese wall, while the English sphere 
of interest in the Yang-tse Valley is exceed- 
ingly vague. 

‘Czar to Visit Victoria. 

The Czar and Czarina are coming to visit 
Queen Victoria next autumn in order to 
cement the new Anglo-Russian friendship. 

Anthony Hope on Copyright Law. 

Anthony Hope gave evidence before the 
Parliamentary Committee on Copyright Re- 
form in the House of Lords today. He testi- 
fled it is quite impossible for an author to 
hide his identity under an assumed name. 
He suggested a few days might intervene 
between publication in England and Amer- 
fea for the convenience of newspaper and 
magazine articles. The present law, he said, 
grossly favors the Americans, who insist 
on an edition being set up in America to 
please the printers. England makes no such 
demand. The House of Lords is most anx- 
fous to concillate the Americans and will 
allow a few days’ “grace, but not so long as 
to enable the English copies to be sent over 
to America.

Londpn, May 8—The Foreign office has 
Feceived news from Unyoro that Colonel 
Mvatt attacked Chief Kabarega on the east 
bank of the Nile on April 9 and completely | 
defeated him.

PROPOSE TO REBUKE ALGER. 


New York Sons of American Revolu- 
‘tion Object to Features of the De- 
troit Convention. 


New York, May 8.—The Times tomorrow 
will say: The New York members of the 
Society of the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution are to have an opportunity of express- 
ing their disapproval of the action of the 
Michigan society in inviting Secretary of 
War Alger to a dinner in Detroit May 2 
and converting the occasion into a demon- 
stration in favor of Mr. Alger. 

The Board of Governors will present to 
the Empire State society at*its next month- . 
ly meeting, to be held on May 23, the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

The Empire State Society of the Sons of 
the American Revolution repudiates in the 
strongest manner the use of its national 
meetings for political Especially 
does it condemn any attempt to vindicate the 
reputations of public officials or to compli- 
ment those who have been accused of un- 
patriotic neglect of our soldiers who exposed 
their lives for our country. 

The first duty of all patriotic societies is 
to assist, protect, and uphold the armies of 
the nation and to aid in giving them all the 
support that the resources of the country 
can command. This society claims its part 
in such patriotic duty, and repudiates with 
indignation the flippant sentiment that ‘ Sup- 
posing they had a little spoiled beef, what of 
it? or that in supplying them with food it 
was not necessary to be particular as to 
quality. 

“The society looks with horror upon offi- 
clals who can express such sentiments, or 
who, having the entire resources of this 
wealthy country at command, not only.fur- 
nished our soldiers ‘a little spoiled beef,’ 
but gave them little else, even in the home 
camps, where good food in abundance was 
everywhere at hand, and who also failed to 
supply them with suitable clothing, shelter, 
and medicine. 

Resolved, That copies of these resolu- 
tions be sent to all affiliated societies.” 


TO REPORT HOSTILE MEAT BILL. 


Reichstag Committee Said to Have 
Agreed on Inspection Measure 
Prectically 


Berlin, May 8.—It is authoritatively stated 
that the committee of the Reichstag to 
which was referred the meat inspection bill 
which was substantially agreed upon be- 
tween the Imperial Cabinet and United 
States Ambassador Andrew D. White has 
reported against the measure and in favor 
of a bill so hostile to American interests 
that the government will probably refuse to 
sanction it. 

+ Representatives of the German land own- 
ing interests loudly declared that if the 
Americans sent poisonous meats to their 
dwn soldiers they would certainly send it to 
the Germans. 


The bill as reported back provides for ex - 
amination and inspection of American meats 
impossible to enforée without utterly de- 
stroying American trade with Germany. 

It also proposes to exclude from importa- 
tion hams, hard and soft sausages, and 
chopped meats, and prescribed that fresh 
meats must come in whole carcasses or cer- 
tain defined parts.

ESTABLISHES GOLD BASIS 


NEW CURRENCY BILL EMBODIES 
‘FOUR SALIENT FEATURES. 


Measure as Agreed On at Atiantic City 
Provides tor Falfiliment of Piat- 
form Piedges and Is in Accord with 
the Recommendations of the Presi- 
dent—Thought the Republican Par- 
ty Cam Unite on It—Details of the 
Proposed Financial Scheme. 


Washington, D. C., May 8.— Special. 1— 

| Specific provision for the maintenance of the 
gold standard is made in the bill drafted by 
the Atlantic City Currency committee for 
submission to the next Congress. This is in 
keeping with the platform pledges of the 
Republican party, and should the bill be 
enacted Into law it will emphasize the finance 
issue in the next national campaign. 

Other than this single standard provision, 
the essential features of the bill are con- 
fined, to these three main principles: 3 

The protection of the gold reserve by plac- 
ing returned greenbacks in a separate fund 
and paying them out only for gold. 

The issue of national bank currency to the 
face of the bond deposit. The organization 
in small cities of national banks with a cap- 
ital of $25,000 instead of $50,000, as at pres- 
ent. 
Desiring to observe the courtesy of first 
submitting the bill to the subcommittee 
of the Senate Finance committee, the mem- 
bers of the House Caucus committée who 
met at Atlantic City still decline to talk for 
publication of the details of the measure 
agreed upon at that conference. Upon ex- 
cellent authority, however, it may be stated 
that the foregoing embodies all of the essen- 
tial features of the new bill. 

This proposed law will have the advantage 
of simplicity, a potent factor in securing 
favorable consideration at the hands of the 
Congress, and will conform not only with the 
party platform but with the urgent recom- 
mendations of the President in two mes- 
sages. | 

The declaration in favor of a single gold 
standard practically is but putting into stat- 
utory words the present policy of the gov- 
ernment. The President's plan for protect- 
ing the gold reserve works no radical change, 
does not contract the volume of the circu- 
lating medium, is simple, and is certain. 

Practically all students of finance have 
agreed that the organization of the smaller 
national banks and the increase of their cir- 
culation to the face of the deus deposit is 
advisable legislation. 

This bill will not meet the wishes of all 
of the advocates of currency reform of 
course, but it is comparatively so conserva- 
tive that it is expected to consoldiate the 
Republican strength in its support. In that 
event it will be made a law before the be- 
ginning of the next Presidential campaign. 

There is no truth in the report that the 
bill is not satisfactory to President McKine 
ley. The President has been made acquaint- 
ed with the provisions of the measure, but 
as yet he has expressed neither approval 
nor disapproval. 

Presuming that the bill has only those 
features already mentioned, it may be ex- 
pected that the President, when the proper 
time comes, will give it his hearty approval, 
for it is in exact accord with his recom-

He may stand upon 
the front portico of the White House, view 
a field of waving corn, and revel in the sweet 
music of the winds blowing through the 
stalks. It will carry him back to the scenes 
of his youth and the Trumbull County farm 
to gaze upon the growing corn and potatoes. 

The plat in front of the Presidential home 
is not to be converted into a truck garden 
solely to give ruralistic appearance, how- 
ever, nor is it in emulation of Governor 
Pingree’s scheme to utilize public grounds 
for the cultivation of tubers for the benefit 
of the poor. The agriculturists who have 
made the public grounds a study have failed 
so far to devise means by which a beautiful 
green sward may be successfully cultivated 


and have conceived the idea that grass can 


only be successfully grown by adopting 

heroic measures. They say the soil must be 

restored to its virgin condition. Those prop- 

erties of which it has been robbed by being 

kept too long to grass can only be re- 

stored by planting corn and potatoes. Garlic 

and dandelions have taken almost complete 

possession of the lawn and it is largely to 

get rid of these objectionable plants that 

the ground is to be plowed and seeded. 

| When the plowman invades the precincts 

of the Presidential home and begins turning 

over the sod passers-by will doubtless stare 

at him in amazement, but when the corn and 

potato plants peep through the ground his | 
wonder will grow to bewilderment. The se- 
date nators and members of the House 

will also be treated to a surprise, for it is

Attorney General of Ohio Alleges That

Columbus, O., May 8.—[Special.]—Attor- 
ney General Monnett today named Charles 
B. Squires as the man who he alleges 
offered him a bribe of $400,000 to suspend 
proceedings against the Standard Oil com- 
pany. His declaration that a bribe had 
been offered him was made on March 5. He 
stated at the time that a 2 22 name 
had not until today n men- 
tioned in the case, had approached 
him with a proposition to place 
at his order in a New York safety deposit 
vault the sum stated should be agree to not 
force the pending suit against the Rocke- 
feller interests. 1 

Squlres was connect with the case 
‘when Attorney General Monnett this 
afternoon filed in the Supreme Court 
his answer to the motion of the Stand- 
ard Oil company, requesting that he desig- 
nate the persons alluded to in his statement 
that he had been approached with offers of 
bribes to dismiss the suits against the com- 
pany. Charles B. Squires, formerly of Cleve- 
land, and now of New York, was named as 
the party through whom the alleged proposi- 
tion was made. 

Charles B. Squires now lives at Orange, 
N. J., and is the manager of the Manhatten 
Fire Insurance company of New rk. 
While living in Cleveland he was a prom- 
inent insurance agent and was constantly 
at war with the Board of Underwriters. He 
finally induced the Attorney General to be- 
gin proceedings against the board under the 
Ohio anti-trust law, and he and Mr. Monnett 
then became fast friends. 

Neither Frank Rockefeller nor F. B. 
Squires. who are mentioned in the Attorney 
General’s communication, could be seen to- 
night, as they both live at Willoughby, 
eighteen miles from Cleveland. 

Virgil P. Kline, the attorney for the Stand- 
ard Oil company, left Cleveland tonight for 
Columbus, but has not been seen. 

‘Attorney General Monnett tonight re- 
fused to add anything to what was contained 
in his paper filed in court today, except to 
say that he was ready to proceed and that 
he hoped the court would not rest whtil the 
matter had been probed to the bottom. He 
had complied with the order of the court, 
he said, and was ready to prove every alle 
gation he had made against the Standard 
Oil company. 
Attorney General’s Answer. 

The Attorney General in his answer says: 

The motion having been made to be heard 
May 18, the Attorney General waives the 
length of time and asks for an immediate 
hearing. He concurs in the request of the 
defendant that the court appoint a com- 
missioner to take the legal testimony which 
bears upon the truth of such charges as are 
set forth in the complaint, or that such 
testimony may be taken in any other mode 
that this court may deem expedient. 

„The plaintiff had no means of bringing 
the detendant into court in contempt with- 
out an order from this court, but the same 
having been waived by the entry of appear- 
ance by this motion and to avoid delay, 
plaintiff complies with the demands of the 
motion 80 far as it is able.

THE “TRUST” CONFEREN 

Last year the Civic federation called a 
national conference to consider the ques- 
tion of expansion and the foreign policy 
of the government. This year’s conference 
is to be devoted to the trust problem. 
The federation modestly disavows the ex- 
pectation of being able to solve that 
problem. All that it hopes to accomplish 
is to throw much light upon the subject 
and thus make it easier to reach a solu- 
tion. The federation wishes to find oug 
what a “trust” is, how it affects labor 
and prices, whether it is beneficial or in- 
jurious to the industrial economy of the 
nation, and, if the latter, to what extent 
a trust shall be the subject of State ac- 
tion and to what extent of national action. 

This is an interesting program, and hardly 
time ‘enough is to be allowed for its con- 
sideration. One day is to be given to the 
discussion of railroad combinations, one to 
labor organizations, one to industrial or- 
ganizations, and one to remedies. The 
conference is to be attended by the Gov- 
ernors and Attorney Generals of. all the 


10 


States, if they accept the invitations which 


are to be sent them, and by leading cor- 
poration lawyers and professors of political 
economy. The corporation lawyers and 
political economy professors will be will- 
ing to talk dogmatically to any extent that 
may be desired, and when they are through 
the general public will know no more about 
the effect of trusts on labor and prices than 
it does now. 1 

The National Industrial commission is col- 
lecting information bearing on these points 
which bids fair to be of some value. It 
is examining the intelligent men who are 
at the head of the labor organizations of 
the country and is also to examine men who 
are intimately acquainted with trusts, like 
Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. Havemeyer. If 
any persons can make out a good case for 


the trusts they are the men. The commis- 


sion is not examining college professors, be- 
cause, while it knows they have viers, it 
is doubtful as to their possession of in- 
formation. | ‘ 

The Civic federation conference contem- 
plates covering a good deal of ground in a 
short time. That is incompatible with 
thorough work. Nevertheless, all confer- 
ences of this kind do good, even though 
nothing may seem to be accomplished ex- 
eept the adoption of a preamble and some 
resolutions, There ig always much chaff 
in the talk on these occasions, but there 
is also some wheat. The more this sub- 
ject of trusts and combines is discussed 
publicly the sooner will the public arrive 
at clear, accurate, and harmonious con- 
clusions regarding it. | | 


The Secretary of War has 
given the Drainage Trus- 
tees permission to discharge te Turn On 
into their big ditch 300,000 the Water. 
cubic. feet of water per 
minute, passing through the main river and 
the South Branch at a rate of speed not ex- 
ceeding one and one-quarter miles an hour. 
Three conditions are attached to this grant. 
One is that it is subject to such action as 
may be taken by Congress, to whom the 
Secretary intends to submit the entire mat- 
ter. There need be no fears that Congress 
will reverse the action of the Secretary. 
The second condition is that the Secretary 
shall have the right to modify the discharge 
through the channel if unreasonably ob- 
structive to navigation or injurious to prop- 
erty. The reasonableness of this is appar- 
ent. Chicagoans desire to have navigation 
in the river improved, not made worse, and 
they believe all the benefits of the drainage 
channel can be obtained without creating 
a@ current in the river so rapid as to inter- 
tele with its commercial use. The third 
condition is that the Sanitary District shall 
assume all responsibility for damages to 
navigation and property caused by the cur- 
rent to be created in the river. The general 
government cannot be expected to assume 
such damages if the court finds that any 
ghould be paid. The trustees will accept 
these conditions. Otherwise the water will 
not be turned on. The conditions are not 
onerous. The next thing in order is for 
the Governor to appoint a commission to 
ascertain whether the channel has been con- 
structed in accordance with law. 


THE BEEF INQUIRY. 

The Army Beef Inquiry board’s report is 
a curiosity in its way. It is long on guilt 
but short on guilty officials. It finds many 
sins of omission and commission, with a few 
sinners, and these of a half and half sort. 
In a word, the mountain's labors have re- 
sulted in a mouse, which, if not a little one, 
is still a mouse. 

The outcome of the board's investigation 
cannot be satisfactory to General Miles. 
It sustains his charges as to the unfitness 
of canned roast beef as a ration, but it fails 
to justify his charges concerning em- 
balmed” refrigerated beef. Reading be- 
tween the lines it is evident the board is 
of opinion that refrigerated beef, whether 
“embalmed” or not, was responsible in 
part for the sickness which prevailed among 
the troops. The board further finds that 
General Miles erred in not making his dis- 
closures public at an earlier date and in say- 
ing too much to the newspapers. The board 
is right in this finding. General Miles was 
guilty of indiscretion in going to newspa- 
pers with statements which, under army 
regulations, for which he is such a stickier, 
should be made to his superior officers. His 
behavior was not such as comported with 
the dignity of his position. There is noth- 
ing in the report, however, to indicate that 
he will be removed from his position or will 
suffer from any other penalty than the mild 
reprimand implied rather than suggested 
in the report. If General Miles is not satis- 
fied with this of course it is open to him to 
ask for a court-martial which shall formu- 
late a categorical decision. 3 
The late Commissary General Eagan does 
not get off so easily, for, while the board 
acquits him of any corrupt or dishonest in- 
tention, it charges him with “a colossal 
error for which there is no palliation ”-—+a 
finding which will be satisfactory to Gen- 
eral Miles if to nooneelse. General Eagan

The 
most lucrative of all the concerts are those 
given by rich hostesses, newly created mil- 
lionaires, and aspirants to social position. 
In these concerts the ambitious amateurs 
and * pushing Americans have driven out 
not only the coster singers, the whistling 
ladies, and the freaks who used to have that 
field to themselves but also all the small 
professionals. In the meantime the stars 
are reaping a harvest. Such artists as Mme. 
Patti, Mr. Lloyd, and M. Jean de Reszke, 
Labouchere says, cannot be had for love or 
money, but Mme. Melba, Paderewski, and 
one or two others of a more commercial turn 
get from $1,500 to $2,500 a night, while 
“ music’ after dinner often costs a hostess 
anxious to entertain royalty from $5,000 to 
$7,000. 

DISCOVERIES OF AN ENGLISHMAN. 

A member of the British Institute of 
Electrical Engineers visited this country 
recently to find out how much truth there 
is in the reports, which he looked on as 
being mainly fairy tales, of the extent 
to which electricity and electrical ap-, 
pliances aré used in American industries. 
He has been telling the British iron and 
steel manufacturers what he saw on this 
side of the ocean. He discovered, to his 
great surprise, that the “fairy tales” 
were gospel truth, and that there are single 
works in the United States where there 
is probably as much electrical machinery 
employed as there is in all the iron and 
steel plants of Great Britain. He learned 
that the managers of great establishments, 
like the Carnegie and Bethlehem works, 
do not hesitate to install costly and delicate 
machinery when they find that 
by doing so they can reduce the cost of 
their products a cent a ton. And if they 
can save something by throwing out that 
machinery and putting in machinery which 
ig a trifle more efficient they do so at once. 
These are the methods—not trusts and 
combines—which have put the American 
manufacturers beyond the reach of foreign 
competition. | | 

‘This English electrical engineer made 
another discovery which is not, by the 
way, a new discovery. It is that just as 
our men, generally speaking, age bent on 
doing as little as possible in a given time, 
the American workman is bent on doing as 
much as possible.“ Every American em- 
ployer complains, more or less, of the easy- 
going ways of his employés and their seem- 
ing desire to do the least possible work 
for their money. And yet there is ‘no 
American carpenter, painter, plumber, 
bricklayer, machinist, or weaver who does 
not work more rapidly than the British 
or continental workman who does the same 
kind of labor. The American does so much 
more work in an hour or a day that the 
employer, as a rule, can afford to pay him 
the higher wages he receives. 

Nor are American workmen as unfriendly 


are, The British trades unions resist dog- 
gedly and often with success the introduc- 
tion of mechanical appliances which by 
reducing the amount of hand work lessen 
the cost of production, and thus enable 
the industries in which the members of 
those unions are engaged to compete for 
customers to better advantage. American 
workingmen are more intelligent. They 
take kindly to machinery, and one of 
them who is given a machine to 
run is willing to get out of that 
machine all the work there is in 
it. Thus it is not surprising that this 
country stands unrivaled in the use of 
labor saving appliances. Thanks to those 
appliances, in part, it is about to conquer 
the markets of the world. | é 


MAYOR QUINCY OF BOSTON. 

Broadly speaking, there are two kinds of 
Mayors. One sort regards official place 
primarily as a means of enhancing the so- 
cial welfare of the community, the other pri- 
marily as a means of building up individual 
prestige and furthering political fortunes. 
Mayor Josiah Quincy of Boston is of the 
former type. 

The story of his achievements in Boston 
reads like that of a scientifically organized 
British municipality like Birmingham or 
Glasgow. His annual messages are the 
ablest of their kind and the most interesting 
municipal documents ever issued in this 
country. They show the application not 
only of great executive ability, but also—a 
much rarer fact—of imagination tp the 
problem of city government. 

Mayor Quincy’s success has been due to 
two facts—namely: His own fertility in 
initiative and resources and the fact that 
he has surrounded himself with men of 
ability. Though succeeding a Republican, 
he made few removals, stood by the spirit 
of the civil service law, and made his own 
appointments from men who have disclosed 
decided capacity in the performance of their 
duties. He is a good judge of men and is of 
tod large caliber to be anxioug about loyal- 
ty or subordination in his aids. 

His efforts have been directed on the one 
band toward “an enlargement and refine- 
ment of executive machinery, and on the 
other to an expansion of its functions.” In 
furtherance of the first aim he has secured | 
the establishment of a Department of Mu- 
nieipal Statistics, the formation of the Bos- 
ton Society of Municipal Officers, and the 
creation of eight unpaid commissions, which 
bring to the service of the public a great 
deal of special knowledge and enthusiastic 


Municipal committee, the appointment of a 
special committee on the laws against 
drunkenness, and the constitution of a 
Board of Apportionment to control the 
finances of the city. He has established re- 
lations of confidence with the labor organ- 
izations of the city, not by distributing jobs 
to their officials, but by open methods of 
consultation. He is a member of the Twen- 
tieth Century club, a participant in its pub- 
lic. discussions, and keeps in touch with 
progressive thought on social and political 
subjects in general. 

His extension of governmént functions 
has consisted chiefly in the substitution of 
direct labor for the contract system and in 
providing new facilities for health, recrea- 
tion, and instruction. He has established a 
municipal printing office, a bureau of elec- 
trjcal construction, and a general repair di- 
vision. In the advantages of direct labor 
over the contract system he places chief 
emphasis upon improved conditions for the 
Wage-earners and relief from teniptation to 
political corruption. 

The public bathing facilities have been 
greatly increased under him, a second in- 
door gymnasium has been built with city 
funds, large outlays are on foot for small 
parks and playgrounds, the school yards are 
opened in summer under matrons for play, 
and a boys’ summer camp was inaugurated 
on one of the city’s islands last summer. 
A series of orchestral concerts in Music 
Hall were likewise successfully given last 
winter by the Mayor’s Music commission, 
and the Public Art commission is likely 
soon to enter upon positive lines of sugges- 
tion and direction for public buildings and 
exhibitions. 

Mr. Quincy has approached these enter- 
prises not from the doctrinaire but always 
from the practical side. His ear is toward 
the people and he is able to “ catch distinct- 
ly those suggestions of need which so many 
official ears either cannot or will not appre- 
hend.”

TWO COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 

In the year 1880 two young men graduat- 
ed from the United States Military Acad- 
emy at West Point. One of them stood at 
the head of his class, the other below the 
middle. The cadet who led his fellows was 
assigned to engineer corps. His class- 
mate was assigned tothe cavalry and to hard 
duty at a far frontier post. The engineer 
officer’s work kept him in large cities and 
in desirable seaboard garrisons. He went 
much iato society and married money. He 
secured a wide social and political ac- 
quaintance. Through his pay and his wife's 
income he had enough to keep him above 
temptation. This man, Oberlin M. Carter, 
United States engineer, connived with con- 
tractors to defraud the people of his coun- 
try out of vast sums of money. He al- 
lowed, while in charge of construction work, 
inferior material to be used and pocketed 
a part of the difference in price, the rest 
presumably going to his fellow-conspira- 
tors. Carter was tried and convicted by a 


years in prison. Since the day of his con- 
viction many months ago politicians in all 
parts of the country and people of high 
social standing have used every effort to 
secure the setfing aside of what all army 
people know to be a just sentence. Carter 
is still at liberty, and no one seems to be 
able to tell whether or not he shall be al- 
lowed to go unwhipped of justice except 
for the loss of his position. 

Carter’s classmate, who shall here be 
nameless because for years he has led an 
upright life, saw the hardest kind of field 
work and Indian fighting during the years 
immediately following his graduation. His 
record for bravery and general discharge 
of his duty was of the best, but he fell a 
victim to the temptation of a frontier town 
and gambled and drank. Once to pay a 
gambling debt, and while under the influ- 
ence of liquor, he duplicated his pay ac- 
count, securing about $115, which he was 
unable to pay in time to conceal the dupli- 
cation. This classmate of Carter was ar- 
rested, tried by court-martial, and within a 
month began a term of three years’ impris- 
onment at Stillwater, Minn. 

The difference in the cases of these two 
classmates and officers seems to be that one 
by conspiracy robbed his government of 
many thousands of dollars; the other, while 
unmanned by drink, secured a month’s pay 
illegally.

MORE TREES AND FLOWERS. 

It is to be regretted that the exigencies 
of trade drive trees from the business sec- 
tions of the city. Indeed, they are absent 
to a sad. degree from our streets in general 
in the thickly settled parts of the city. 
A general movement, fostered by some 
private organization or by the park au- 
thorities, to plant trees along the walks, 
particularly in the tenement-house dis- 
tricts, where they are most wanting, would 
be timely. The fact that certain women 
of the city are seeking to secure this result is 
welcome new | 

Another method of adding color to houses 
and streets is by judicious use of flower 
boxes on window sills. These boxes with 
their selections of gay and hardy plants 
are a grateful feature of European cities. 
They are found there to a greater or less 
extent in all sections of the city, including 
the down-town districts, where they add a 
peeuliar touch of comfort and refinement 
to business-houses. Our climate and winds 
would be more severe upon flowers so dis- 
posed than would the more frequent showers 
and the lighter winds of England, for exam- 
ple. But with due regard to protection 
from the afternoon sun and the west wind 
they could in many places be made a source 
of decoration for the street or for the rear 
windows and a pleasure to the immediate 
household. | 

Encouragement and perhaps substantial 
assistance by landlords in securing such 
amenities in their tenements might often 
result in improving the appearance of other- 
wise dreary and monotonous facades and 
in making the rented dwelling more habita- 
ble during the summer for the occupants.

Injure American Trade. | 
Failure to Comply with Demands of th 
Consumer Prevents Sale of Goods Abroad. 

The market for American manufactured products 
is world wide. It is limited by one thing only, but a 
thing which effectually bars American trade from 
permament establishment abroad. This is in 
the apparent indisposition of American manufac- 
turers to adopt the business usages and trading 
arrangements in vogue in the various countries 
and an unwillingness to conform to the conditions 
and customs peculiar to each, the ecceptance of 
which their European competitors have Jearned 
to regard as essential to commercial success. 

It may be added that some American manufac- 
turers sertously injure the whole cause of Ameri- 
ean foreign trade by furnishing goods of a quality 
inferior to what was stipulated: a certain means 
of effectually barring American goods from for- 
eign markets since such methods cast a doubt on 
the integrity of American business life and sow 
distrust in the minds of buyers. 

A gentieman who has had long commercial ex- 
perience of the Asiatic markets complains to the 
Philadelphia Commercial Museum of the manner 
in which American goods are packed for ship- 
ment to these parts. He says: 

“With encouraging signs and opportunities t 


build up a big commercial trade with the 4

doors and into the arms of our competitors by bad 
packing, insufficient packages, illegible and in- 
complete marking, thereby landing our products

The 8 charm about “ Trelawny of 
the Wells,” which received last night the 


utmost signs of favor a Powers’ first night 
audience ever bestows, is that it is com- 
parable with no other play. Its standards 
are of its author’s making, and he never 
has taken the trouble of making the public 
his confidant concerning their breadth or 
height. One can enjoy the play, therefore, 
withdut bothering one’s dramatic conscience 
—assuming the possession of such a burden— 
about any question as to whether or not it 
is up to any ideal. ; 

Acted as it was last night by Daniel Froh- 
man’s Lyceum company, there can be no 
questior of the play's ability.to give enjoy- 
ment to the average individual. Acted bad- 
ly, it would as certainly have proved an 
unpleasant memory to that same individual. 
“Trelawny of the Wells,” for effectiveness, 
is dependent on the even work of a well- 
balanced, talented company. Genius may 
be spared from any of its réles, but not 
merit. After seeing a performance, it is not 
difficult to believe London rendered an un- 
favorable verdict against the comedy after 
seeing it presented by a company which was 
not strong from top to.bottom: 

This conclusion is made more positive by 

an incident furnished, though unwittingly, 
by the Lyceum company itself. The pre- 
sentation last night was made under the dis- 
advantage attendant upon the absence of 
Edward J. Morgan, the leading man, the 
struggling actor-dramatist, Tom Wrench, of 
the play. Not a great many in the audi- 
ence, doubtless, were aware that Grant 
Stewart was playing an unaccustomed part, 
and this should be sufficient praige for the 
younger actor. He has done well in a role 
for which, he was simply the understudy 
until one night in Washington last week. 
He could not be expected to do the best, and 
it is no injustice to him to say that his Tom 
Wrench is weaker in characterization than 
the companion roles of the members of the 
Bagnigge Wells Theater. 
Mr. Morgan was obliged to leave the com- 
pany the middle of last weck and hasten to 
New York to put himself in the care of his 
physicians. He was threatened with nerv- 
ous prostration, but reports of his condition 
became encouraging toward the end of the 
week, and until yesterday it was supposed 
he would join the company in Chicago in 
time for the opening night.

An audience fine in quality and goodly in 
numbers comfortably filled Central Music 
Hall last evening. The hearty reception ac- 
corded Mme. Carrefio and her excellent work 
must have assured her that her auditors ac- 
cepted the farewell prefix to her recital 
as applicable to this season only, and hoped 
another year might bring her again before 
them. The hope is a natural one, for its 
realization means further opportunities for 
hearing an artist who, in the full maturity 
of her powers, comes now as an oracle, rarely 
eloquent in her delivery of the messages the 
gods of music confide to her. 
One was able to hear only the Schumann 
and Liszt selections in her recital last even- 
ing, and it was not without a sense of keen 
disappointment that the substitution of the 
Etudes Symphoniques for the G minor 
Sonata originally announced was noted. 
The change was possibly for the better so far 
as the value of the composition was con- 
cerned, for the Etudes have place among 
the undisputedly great of Schumann’s crea- 
‘tions, while the Sonata must content itself 
with a less exalted position. But, despite 
its inferiority to the Etudes, the Fantasy 
and its F sharp minor fellow, the G minor 
Sonata, is nevertheless a work containing 
many beauties, and is so rarely played that 
one would have heard it with pleasure from 
Mme. Carrefio, who now has promised it 
twice and twice disappointed her patrons. 
The Etudes were played in a manner well 
described as superb, that adjective applying 
not only to the certainty and poise with 
which the technical and rhythmical diffi- 
culties of the work were overcome, but 
equally to the breadth, musicianship, and 
virility with which its musical content 
was revealed. The playing of the Sonata 
of Liszt might have served as an object les- 
son to many planists in the possibilities of 
singing a melody on the piano and in mak- 
ing an accompaniment secondary to that 
melody. The Rhapsody is one of the least 
attractive of its kind, but if anything would 
lend its tinseled emptiness a semblance of 
worth Mme. Carrefio’s playing of it last 
night would have accomplished this miracle.

It might be added ina parentheticat 
wax that he is also interesting because of a 
certain unemotlonal and indeed enigmatic 
exterior, which is indifference to critics, cold- 
ness to sentimentalism, dispassionateness 
in officia} business, and to the unfriendly in- 
terpreter may appear to be the cloak of 
steady ambition or of mere intellectual zest, 
while to the imaginative admirer it is the 
barrier resolutely thrown up around a cher- 
ished idealism. 

His antecedents harmonize with his pres-

In the second Cleve- 
land campaign he managed the literary bu- 
reau of the National committee, and he was 
subsequently summoned by Mr. Cleveland 
for a short period (and evidently for the per- 
formance of a specific piece of work—viz.: 
the decapitation of a considerable section of 
the consular service) to the Assistant Secre- 
taryship of the State department. 

His first election as Mayor of Boston took 
place in the fall of 1895, and at the end of 
the two-years’ term he was reélected. His 
reputation inevitably gained at Washington

It is intended next 
fall to open another series of these concerts. 

Chamber concerts, rendered by a string quar- 
tet, with the assistance ofa soloist, and cost- 
ing from $50 to $60, are also given by the 
commission on week day evenings in the 
more remote districts*of the city. These are 
free, the cost being borne by a private dona- 
tion. No money has been appropriated by 
the city for any of this winter music, but it 
is quite reasonable to expect that when its 
standing and the demand for it have been 
more clearly defined .t*may de put upon a 
permanent basis at public cost.

League club at New York, and equally enter- 
taining is the Emperor's remark to the effect 
that any such breach would be summarily 
punished if perpetrated here, but that such 
an occurrence would be a.thing unheard 
of in Germany.” This, taken in conjunction 
with the amazing comments of the London 
press to the effect that Captain Coghlan’s 
utterances displayed a lack of discipline 
racteristic of the United States, might 
possibly lead to the creation of an impres- 
sion that soldiers and sailors in the old 
world are distinguished for their diplomatic 
diacretion, and that freedom of speech and 
frankness of expression were altogether un- 
n among them. 
„ however, is far from being the case. 
If Captain Coghian’s speech at the Union 
League club constituted a breach of dis- 
cipline, then there is no worse offender in 
this respect than the Kaiser himself. A- 
though bound by the terms of the constitu- 
tion to leave the conduct management 
of the foreign relations of the German Em- 
pire to its Chancellor and to ita Forcign 
Minister, who are responsible to the Relchs- 
tag, that is to say to the people, he has 
repeatedly disturbed not only their various 
negotiations, but likewise the quietude of 
Europe by his extraordinary speeches. In 
fact, during the first ten years of his ma- 
jority his responsible Ministers were con- 
stantly engaged in explaining away utter- 
ances of their Sovereign (sometimes, too, 
indiscreet telegrams, such as that to Presi- 
dent Kruger at the time of the Transvaal 
raid) of a character so offensive to foreign 
nations as to cause those of Captain Cogh- 
lan’s concerning Germany and ite ruler to 
sink into insignificance by comparison. 
— 


The example which he has thus set has 
been extensively followed in Germany by 
Princes and officers alike, and it is but the 
other day that General Prince Radziwill of 
the Prussian army, when representing the 
Dmperor as his chief aid-de-camp at the 
obsequies of President Faure at Paris, gave 
an interview to one of the leading French 
newspapers concerning the United States 
characterized by so much hostility to this 
country that his.remarks excited indignation 
even on the part of the more sensible of the 


nals that the General found it prudent to 
publish a note to the effect that he had been 
misquoted and misunderstood. Inasmuch 
as, however, he is a perfect French echolar, 
and the writer of the interview was no other 
than Lord Sackville’s French son-in-law. M. 
Salanson, long Secretary of the French Em- 
bassy at Washington (now separated from 
his wife), there is no doubt that the Prince 
was correctly reported. Yet it is needless to 
gay that nothing whatsoever in the shape of 
a public reprimand or punishment of any 
kind was inflicted upon him for his inter- 
view, which was a breach @ discipline from 
the diplomatic point of view, whatever it 
may have been in the military sense. 
Numerous other instances of German offi- 
cers thus giving utterance to thélr opinions 
could be cited, while, as regards Russia, one 
has only to recall the astounding after din- 
ner speech of Field Marshal Gourko about a 
year before he resigned the Governor Gen- 
eralship of Poland and the  posi- 
tion of military Commander-in-Chief 


of Russta’s western (frontier, when 
he expressed hie earnest hope that 
it might fall to his lot before he re- 


tired into private life to lead a Russian army 
into Germany, and that he viewed with joy 
the approach of war with that country. 


It is with a particularly bad grace that the 
a ish newspapers discuss what they are 
pleased to call the “ laxity of discipline 
displayed in Captain Coghlan's case. For 
the parliamentary Chief of the British Ad- 
miralty finds among his most bitter assall- 
ants and accrimonious critics Admirals and 
Captains of the royal navy, not on the re- 
‘tired list, but merely on half pay, nay, some- 
times even on full pay. 

Their public comments on the policy of the 
government, on international relations, upon 
the administration of the navy. are by no 
means confined to orations in Parliament, 
but are delivered from political platforms 
and at public banquets. 

I can recall Colonel Fred Barnaby. the hero 
of the ride to Khiva, and who was after- 
wards killed in the Soudan, delivering at a 
public banquet in this cfty a speech roundly 
condemning the foreign policy of the govern- 
ment of the day, although he was command- 
ing one of the regiments of the Horse Guards 
at the time, and assuredly the epaulets 
which Lord Charles Beresford has worn 
both as Captain and as Admiral of the navy 
have never in the slightest degree contrib- 
uted to check his extremely outspoken com- 
ments on the course bf the government, the 
necessity of whipping foreign nations, and 
on the peculiarities of foreign rulers and of 
foreign services. 

There is a rule both In the army and navy 
prohibiting officers from taking part fn amy 
controversies in the press on military and 
naval matters. But there is not a word that 
I have ever heard of in the regulations in any 
way restricting speech. 

In Spain, as also in France and in several 
other continental countries, one finds Gen- 
era's and Admirals, as well as naval and 
military officérs of minor rank sitting in one 
or the other House of the Leeisiatures, and 
assailing the government of the day while on 
full pay. This is rticularly the case in 
Spain, where more than once the Minister 
of War has been forced to order into mill- 
tary arrest Generals and Colonels who 
formed part of the political opposition, and 
who had gone too far in their abuse of the 
government.

Indeed. it is perfectly ridiculous to assert 
that such a “ liberty of comment as that of 
Captain Coghlan at the Union League club 
in New York would be impossible on yonder 
side of the Atlantic and that such an occur- 
rence was a thing unheard of.“ On the con- 
trary, speeches such as ghose of Captain 
Coghlan are fa¥ more frequent on the part 
of distinguished officers of the army and 
navy in Europe than they are in this coun- 


try. 

Nor would the public wish it to be other- 
wise. There may be something unseemly in 
an officer sitting down in cold blood to 
place on permanent record views that may 
be calculated to offend his superiors. But 
men who follow the profession of armies, and 
partioularly those who make their home on 
the ocean, have such a reputation for bluff 
honesty and for bold and frank directness 
of speech that the people do not look for 
diplomacy. on the part of.a seafaring man. 
If anything were done to hamper the plain 
speech of the sailor and to infuse him with 
the cunning of a courtier or of a diplomat 
the greater portion of the confidence, the 
esteem, and above all the popularity which 
he now enjoys would be sacrificed.
